The player himself is not 
unduly worried, So long as 
he is getting regular soc- 
cer and performing well for 
Marconi_and Australia, 
Tom McCulloch would be 
happy to fill any position on 
the field. . 

But unless he special- 
ises, the boy might fall be- 
tween two stools. He fills a 
completely different role 
for his club to the duties he

McCulloch returned from 
San Jose recently where 
he played with great dis- 
tinction for Australia 
against the Youth teams of 
Costa Rica and Israel . 
as a sweeper or libero.

This will be a critical sea-

And, taking into conside- 
ration some of the referee- 
ing displays in the PSL last 
season, the slump has not

Without doubt, soccer 
referees are the men the 
fans love to hate 

But, a great deal of the 
abuse that is brought upon 
them is by their own hand 
and, in my opinion, by the 
men who control the re- 
ferees. 

Consistency is the key 
ingredient in good referee- 
ing and, until we can get a 
consistent interpretation on 
the rulings, there will al- 
ways be trouble.

The same can be said 
for South Australian Don 
Campbell— a man who 
commands my highest 
respect. 

But, after due considera- 
tion my choice as Bosko's 
successor rests with Tas- 
manian policeman Jack 
Johnston. 

Having watched John- 
ston in actin under tre- 
mendous pressure in the 
Joao Havelenge Youth 
series in Mexico | have no 
hesitation in saying he has 
what it takes to become a 
world class referee

The Mexican and FIFA 
Officials were so impressed 
by Johnston's handling of 
the games in the 
Havelange series he was 
given the honour of con- 
trolling the Concacaf club 
final in Mexico. 

Also, Johnston's handl- 
ing of the Australia v New 
Zealand international in 
Melbourne was faultless, 

Johnston is a fine referee 
who is consistent in his 
ruling and a man whouses 
a great deal of common- 
sense during a game. 

He is not a grandstander 
and believes that the best 
referees are the ones who 
are not noticed during: a 
game 

However, Jack Johnston 
is at a great disadvantage 
living in Tasmania — espe- 
cially with: the decision of 
the NSL not to foot the bill 
for the travel of referees 
from interstate. 

It could mean that the 
finest referee in Australia 
will be confined to control- 
ling local games in the Ap- 
ple Isle. 

It's an amazing situation. 


The final decision on the: 
selection of referees for the 
NSL games this season 
rests with general mana- 
ger, Steve Kamasz. 

Each week a list is for-

Kamasz has the power 
to alter this list if he thinks 
such action is needed, 

This season, like every 
other season, there will be 
arguments and contro- 
versy over the decisions of 
the men in the middle.

Quite apart from the 
competitions that are famil- 
iar to everybody, such as 
State and Branch-run com- 
petitions which are in ex- 
cess of some 2000 
matches, local Association 
competitions which in 
themselves amount to 
many thousands of games 
each weekend, there is the 
continued growth of soc- 
cer in many other areas 
which we service 

Included in this other 
area is the NSWFSC, 
Ladies, Business Houses, 
Ethnic groups, Tasman 
Cup, local schools — Prim- 
ary and High — 2SM Cup 
and many more. 

With an almost zero 
growth rate and in some 
areas a decline in growth, 
our task is not easy in 
meeting the needs of soc- 
cer in this State

Our main source of sup- 
ply is from within the club 
and it is you that have di- 
rect access to this supply, 
so please place us to- 
wards the top of your plan- 
hing and not, as more often 
in the case, at the bottom.

While the majority of our 
membership and the soc- 
cer is within the metropoli- 
tan area, we are neverthe- 
less very aware of the 
needs of members in very 
small numbers and quite 
isolated areas and for that 
reason we have been tak- 
ing some of our meetings 
to the country centres. 

As referees are general- 
ly a minority group in rela- 
tion to clubs, it is important 
for them to have a sense of 
belonging, someone they 
can go to with their prob- 
lems and. as a Division we 
are trying hard to offer this 
service

The preparation in 
Mexico will include two 
friendly matches yet to be 
arranged. 

Depending on their re- 
sults, the Youth Team play- 
ers will be absent from

“The arrangement is for 
major internationals, initial- 
ly eight games a year and 
possible up to a maximum 
of 15. 

Exposure 

“These will be available 
through the Seven network 
in Sydney, Melbourne, 
Adelaide and Brisbane. 

“The exposure for the 
game will increase dramat- 
ically. 

“This arrangement is for 
four years with the option 
for a further four years. 
Channel 7 will be pouring 
hundreds and thousands 
of dollars into soccer aver 
this period. 

“if the experiment is suc- 
cessful other soccer may 
be shown — for example 
the very best of Youth 
soccer.” 

Peter Sheean said he 
believed that the Channel 
7 coverage was a magnifi- 
cent breakthrough. 

“I want to stress also that 
these programs will be 
made available to regional 
commercial networks if 
they want to take them up. 

“That will be up to local 
stations and their deci- 
sions will be hard, practical 
ones based on ratings and 
whether soccer has an im- 
pact in their broadcasting 
area. 

“| have no doubt some 
channels will take up this 
service”. 

Bul as for the ABC, it 
appears outside of their 
extensive coverage of Brit- 
ish soccer they will not be 
taking major Australian in- 
ternationals. 

“Their demands were 
extraordinary,” he said. 


“They also wanted exclu- 
sive rights to major interna- 
tionals. 

“That's ludicrous. There 
wouldn't be any without 
major sponsorship, 

“It is that sponsorship 
that will make major inter- 
nationals, like the three 
against England, possible. 
The ABC is covering many 
sports this year, like bas- 
ketball and ice hockey in 
which there will not be in- 
ternationals, 

“But it is still covering 
those sports locally.” 

Those comments 
echoed the strong criticism 
of soccer fans outside of 
the capital cities, the vast 
majority of whom will not 
see this international 
coverage. 

Capital 7's (Canberra) 
program director, Peter 
Hunniford, said the chan- 
nel had made its sports 
arrangements on the basis 
that the ABC would be tak- 
ing soccer and giving it 
major coverage. 

“It wasn't until it was too 
late that we knew other- 
wise," he said. 


Substantial 


But Capital 7's soccer 
coverage is still substantial 
for 1983 — if one accepts 
that other sports get higher 
ratings. 

“Capital 7 will screen the 
England internationals,” 
Hunniford said. “Addition- 
ally we will take highlights 
‘of the 0-28 coverage of 
Canberra Arrows home 
games for showing on a 
Sunday morning 
Sportswatch program. 

“These will be 10 to 15 
minutes-segments. and 
most home matches will be 
shown, 

“On the alternate weeks 
soccer will also be given 
coverage on the same 
program,” he said. 

“We will also, this year, 
take the two FA Cup semi- 
finals. The first will be 
screemed live from a little 
before midnight on April 16 
and the second semi final 
the following Saturday 
night, April 23, beginning 
at 11.30 p.m. 

“We will, of course, 
again take the FA Cup final 
‘on May 22. That broadcast 
begins at 11pm with the 
{film ‘The Road to Wembley, 
100 years of soccer’ and 
then goes into the final.” 

Channel 0-28, of course, 
is hardly relevant to the 
1983 season — but its soc- 
cer coverage is extensive.

| think it's admirable, at least in theory, 
that Les Scheinflug wants to give his Soc- 
ceroos further chances, after their failure 
against New Zealand. 

We criticised Gutendorf long often and 
longenough for his constant changes; now 
we blast Scheintlug for doing the opposite. 

Everybody | have talked to in these last 
few days has run off a list of players who, in 
their opinion, Should be discarded, prefer- 
ably quartered and hanged. 

The fact is — we are a bit short of 
outstanding senior talent at the moment. 

Unless Scheinflug wants to tear up his 
Youth team and promote players like 
Patikas, McCulloch and Lowe into the 
senior squad, he will have to search extre- 
mely thoroughly to discover major fresh 
talent. 


ENTERTAINMENT 


And yet, and yet... Despite all this, | 
agree that changes ARE necessary. 

Soccer at professional level is public 
entertainment — and the public's demand 
— even if they are wrong — cannot be 
totally disregarded. 

A no-panic-no-change policy by Schein- 
flug would imply that these are the very 
best players in the country; none better 
anywhere, so why search? 

And this dogma would be translated by 
the public into a belief that they are not 
worth watching in NSL matches. 

It's been proved countless times in other 
countries that dismal failures by national 
teams caused a loss of interest in the 
domestic leagues. ; 

And this makes some weird sense; fans 
are wondering why they should pay to see 
failures in their clubs. 

The least Les Scheinflug could do to 
avoid such a reflection on the NSL is to 
speculate, loud and clear, about some new 
players who may come into his reckoning. 

And this isn't so very hard. After all, a 
Maher, Greedy, Henderson, Bertogna, 
Selemidis, Raskopoulos, Cole, Villani and 
many others are in the same category as 
the players who faced New Zealand. 


STUPIDITY 


What must be avoided at all cost is to 
make the NSL clubs pay, through gate 
takings, for the two defeats against New 
Zealand. 

No matter how important the World Cup, 
is, no matter how tantalising the World 
Youth Cup appears — our bread and butter 
is still the NSL, the weekly marathon. 

If, through mistakes or stupidity, we allow 
the NSL standards and attendances to run 
down any further, we can kiss goodbye to 
semi-pro soccer in this country. 

And that would also cut deeply into our 
Socceroo hopes and World Cup aspira- 
tions. 

These are the points the ASF and Les 
Scheinflug must bear in mind. 

They cannot aristocratically detach 
themselves from our domestic problems; 
the national team is nothing more and 
nothing less than the icing on our cake.
